House passed a foreign aid spend- 
ing bill Wednesday that gives 
President Clinton the full $435 
million he requested to forgive 
debts of the world’s poorest coun- 
tries. Rep. John Kasich said the 
support for debt relief was “a his- 
toric act of grace.” 

The agreement on debt relief, 
part of the $14.9 billion foreign 
aid bill for fiscal 2001, was 
praised by both parties as a means 
of freeing poor nations from 
crushing financial obligations to 
let them feed and educate their 
people better. 

“This is the most important 
foreign policy initiative for the 
new millennium,” said Rep. John 
LaFalce, D-N.Y. He said the bill

Washington (AP) - Presi- 
dent Clinton said Wednesday 
he believes Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat has the author- 
ity to end the bloodshed that 
has dashed hopes for peace in 
the Middle East. 

But he said both the Pal- 
estinians and Israelis must 
honor the commitments they 
made at a recent emergency 
summit in Sharm el-Sheik, 
Egypt, before productive 
peace negotiations can resume 
between Arafat and Israeli 
Prime Minister Ehud Barak. 

Clinton has raised the pos- 
sibility of meeting separately 
with Arafat and Barak at the 
White House if they do their 
parts to halt violent uprisings 
in the Mideast. The White 
House said the two leaders are 
still considering the offer. 

“I do think Chairman 
Arafat can dramatically reduce 
the level of violence,” Clinton 
said outside the Oval Office 
before leaving on a fund-rais- 
ing trip to New York.

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Don't waste your vote on Nader

A Republican friend of mine 
smiled when I said I might vote 
for Nader in the next presidential 
election. I could see him mentally 
calculating the extra vote Bush 
would get and Gore lose. 

I am not going to vote for 
Nader although I did support him 
in the California primary. I still 
embrace his ideas and believe his 
plans match my vision much 
more closely than those of the 
Republican or the Democratic 
nominees. Yet, I will not waste 
my vote on the Green Party can- 
didate in November. 

There is a time for experi- 
menting with voting. It’s called 
the primaries. 

A number of candidates for 
both major parties tried their 
hand. Candidates who did not do 
very well in primaries eventually 
endorsed another about whom 
just a short time ago they were 
saying very unkind things. John 
McCain and Bill Bradley ulti- 
mately realized that one of the 
two finalists is better that the 
other, even if the candidate is not 
him. And both had to forget about 
the mud thrown at them by the 
two eventual nominees. 

Nader should follow McCain 
and Bradley’s example. He 
should look carefully at the two 
finalists and choose the one who 
comes closest to his ideas. Clearly 
that's Al Gore. Nader, in fact, has 
acknowledged that the Demo- 
cratic nominee has been using his 
language as he attacks HMOs, 
tobacco and oil companies. He 
shouldn't write it off as rhetoric. 
Americans began supporting 
Gore when he started sounding 
more like a populist, and they 
aren’t going to let him back down 
when he becomes president. 

Gore is clearly Nader’s can- 
didate, as he is mine. The Demo- 
cratic nominee's views on educa- 
tion, taxes, and likely Supreme 
Court nominations, match mine 
much more closely than Bush’s. 

The Republican nominee has 
put on a good show, particularly 
as he moved his Party to the ever- 
elusive center. His stance on im- 
migration and other Latino's is- 
sues such as bilingual education 
give him a veneer of qualities tra- 
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ditionally associated with Demo- 
crats. Yet, Bush's fundamental 
beliefs are those of the Republi- 
can Party, which center around 
the idea that government should 
provide little help to people. In 
essence, Bush's beliefs make him 
a strong candidate for people who 
need no help-the rich and the 
powerful, those who already have. 
all they need. They believe indi- 
viduals who have resources 
should keep them, and those who 
don't, should get them by them- 
selves. 

So when Ralph Nader tells us 
that he would give a grade of 
“D-” to both major party candi- 
dates, I find him an unfair judge. 

In fact, his superficial assess- 
ment reduces the esteem I hold 
him in because he sounds no dif- 
ferent than other politicians 
whose words need to be taken 
with a grain of salt. One needs to 
look not only at what they are 
saying, but also at what they have 
done. 

What Nader has said during 
his campaign makes me leery 
about what he would do as presi- 
dent. When he states that liber- 
als' support of Gore is “legitimiz- 
ing what you think is illegiti- 
mate,” Nader sounds very much 
like a standard politician and di- 
minishes his stature in the pro- 
cess. Nader’s labor support, his 
record as a consumer advocate, 
and his stand on the protection of 
the environment were all impor- 
tant reasons why I voted for him 
in the primary. But his most ap- 
pealing quality was his integrity. 
When he unfairly attacks other 
candidates and lumps together 
positions that are clearly differ- 
ent, my sense of his integrity is 
diminished. 

Voting for Nader in the gen- 
eral election might just tip the 
scale in some states toward Bush, 
particularly considering the 
closeness of the race. It’s quite 
likely that Nader might take away 
enough votes from Gore to hand 
over Oregon, Washington, Flo- 
rida and some Mid- Western states 
to George Bush. 

Politics consists of compro- 
mises. As voters, we cannot get 
the ideal candidate but often must

La 
niñez y la adolescencia son pe- 
ríodos que acarrean todo tipo de 
accidentes, contagios, dolores, 
caídas; travesuras o deportes que 
pueden resultar en huesos que- 
brados, en lesiones graves que a 
su vez podrían conllevar terribles 
consecuencias. 

Con todos estos problemas en 
mente, impulsados por la legítima 
preocupación de millones de pa- 
dres y madres de todo el país, la 
administración del Presidente Bill 
Clinton y los gobernadores esta- 
dos, trabajaron juntos para imple- 
mentar el programa SCHIP, que

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The two rich and very well- 
connected Ivy League guys — 
who claim to be consummate out- 
siders and who’ ve been trying to 
portray themselves as two regu- 
lar country folk with drawls from 
Texas and Tennessee — have 
ended their debates. All the 
undecideds must now begin the 
process of coming to a decision, 
to committing. Not unexpectedly, 
there will be plenty of ads to help 
them make up their minds. 

We're not sure the debates 
changed anyone's mind. If any- 
thing, they might have solidified 
the support the candidates already 
had and not affected the nearly 
half of the electorate that tunes 
out campaigns. And all the new 
ads invading everyone's living 
rooms will most likely not change 
many minds. 

It appears that both Bush and 
Gore are trying to reach a small 
sector of the electorate: the un- 
decided voter likely to vote. Nei- 
ther of them is actually targeting, 
or appealing to, the disaffected or 
disinterested voter. This sector of 
society is much larger than the 
undecided likely voter. The 
undecideds have a track record of 
voting. The disaffected and the 
disinterested don’t. 

Both parties seem to confuse 
these two sectors. Yet the 
undecideds, who constitute but a 
few percentage points, in fact, 
may tilt this election. 

If they were targeted, the dis- 
affectedwould be doing the tilt- 
ing, though this sector is so large 
that it perhaps would be rated as 
volatile and therefore could not 
be counted in anyone's political 
column. Today, those from this 
sector are the ones most likely 
pondering a third-party choice, or 
once again, thinking about not 
voting. Ads by the major parties 
will not affect them because they 
are tired of politics as usual. 

This sector believes that poli- 
ticians lie and are not sufficiently 
different (death penalty, military/ 
prison spending, foreign affairs, 
globalization) to warrant a vote. 
Many believe there is a lack of 
viable choices and that a single 
vote does not count in a sea of 
corporate domination.

Did Amazonian Indians die 
from measles vaccine? 


Editor’s note: A firestorm of 
controversy is moving through 
the world of anthropology in re- 
sponse to charges that members 
of the profession conducted hu- 
man experiments which took the 
lives of hundreds of unknowing 
Indians.

Three bodies 


recovered from sub

Murmansk, Russia (AP) - 
Deep-sea divers entered the hull 
of the sunken nuclear submarine 
Kursk on Wednesday and found 
the bodies of three of the 118 vic- 
tims, a Russian navy official said. 

The bodies were found several 
hours after a team of Norwegian 
and Russian divers succeeded in 
cutting the first hole in the thick 
hull of the submarine on the bot- 
tom of the Barents Sea, Northern 
Fleet Chief of Staff Mikhail 
Motsak said on state-run RTR tele- 
vision. 

The bodies were removed 
from the hull in preparation for 
bringing them to the surface, 
Motsak said. 

The divers are getting the first 
close-up look at the interior of the 
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stricken submarine since it sank 
after a massive explosion on Aug. 
12, 

It took a team of divers five 
days to cut one hole through the 
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desacuerdos con Fujimori 


Kursk's thick steel double hull, | 


356 feet below the surface in the 
cold waters of the Barents Sea. 
Divers used a stream of pressur- 
ized water mixed with diamond 


dust to slice through a 21/2-inch- , 


thick steel plate. 

The recovery team lowered 
remote-controlled video cameras 
through the hole first to inspect the 
eighth compartment in the 
submarine's stern, and pumped out 
silt to improve visibility, said 
Northern Fleet spokesman 
Vladimir Navrotsky. 

The divers also smoothed the 
jagged edge of the 3-foot-wide 
hole with a special cushion for safe 
entrance into the wreck, he said. 


The divers must contend with | 


darkness, currents, floating debris 


and confined spaces. The head of | 


the Russian Navy, Adm. Vladimir 
Kuroyedov, had earlier warned 
that he might cancel the recovery 
effort because of the danger of 
divers ripping their pressure suits 
or cutting their air hoses on 
mangled equipment and debris. 

Kuroyedov flew to a Russian 
naval vessel at the scene Wednes- 
day. He was accompanied by two 
widows of Kursk crew members, 
who brought flowers to cast into 
the water and home-baked pies for 
the divers, the Interfax news 
agency reported. 

Only Russian divers entered 
the Kursk. Their foreign col- 
leagues were to assist from inside 
a diving bell lowered to the Kursk 
from the divers’ mother ship, the 
Regalia. 

To cut their way into the sub- 
marine, divers had to wrestle with 
a layer of industrial rubber be- 
tween the outer and inner hulls, 
and used a robotic arm to sever 
pipes and wires obstructing their 
work. 

The divers hope to pull bod- 
les or body parts out into the 
ocean, then bring them to the sur- 
face to return to their families for 
burial.

Cuba begins collecting 10 


Havana, (EFE).- The 10 per- 
cent tax on calls between Cuba 
and the United States established 
by a decree recently approved by 
the Cuban government will be 
applied as of Wednesday, accord- 
ing to spokespersons from Cuba's 
national phone company, Empre- 
sa de Telecomunicaciones S.A. 
(ETECSA). 

The new tax adds 24.5 cents 
per minute to the cost of a tele- 
phone call between Cuba and the 
United States, already one of the 
highest in the region despite the 
geographical proximity of both 
countries, according to a commu- 
nique issued by ETECSA's pub- 
lic relations office. 

The communique says that 
international long distance calls to 
other countries will not be taxed 
the additional 10 percent and the 
tax will be charged to prepaid 
telephone cards at the time the call 
is made. 

The Cuban government an- 
nounced the decree last Monday. 
The move has been widely inter- 
preted as a response to the amend- 
ment passed by the U.S. Congress 
permitting the use of Cuban funds

confiscate the income from this 
tax.” 

The decree stipulates that the 
resulting income will be used to 
purchase medical equipment, 
medicine and the raw materials 
for its production. 


FARC proposes meeting between 
rebel leader and military leader 


Bogota, (EFE).- The Revo- 
lutionary Armed Forces of Co- 
lombia (FARC) on Wednesday 
proposed a meeting between its 


| top leader who is best known as 
“Tirofijo” (Sure-shot), and armed 
| forces commander Gen. Fernando 


Tapias, privately-owned RCN 
Television reported. 

Senior FARC spokesman 
Carlos Antonio Lozada said the 
meeting could “generate high lev- 
els of trust between the parties” 
that commemorate one year of 
negotiations studded with dis- 
agreements. 

Lozada proposed that the 
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meeting should take place in the 
42,000-square kilometer (26,000- 
square mile) zone, de-militarized 
by the government at the end of 
1989 as a condition of the guer- 
rillas to hold the peace talks. 

A face-to-face meeting be- 
tween Gen. Tapias and 70-year- 
old “Tirofijo,” whose real name 
is Pedro Antonio Marin but who 
uses the alias Manuel Marulanda, 
“would be a high card to play in 
the peace process,” the spokes- 
man claimed. 

Although the commander of 
the armed forces did not comment 
on the invitation to meet with 
Tirofijo, in a recent press confer- 
ence Gen. Tapias said he would 
be prepared to meet with the 
FARC when the rebel organiza- 
tion “gives concrete signs of its 
willingness for peace.” 

But Gen. Tapias indicated 
that he preferred that the meeting 
with the guerrillas not take place 
in the neutral zone. 

Peace negotiators announced 
Tuesday - on the first anniversary 
of the start of the pacification pro- 
cess - that the impasse that had 
caused the suspension of peace 
talks since Sept. 8 had been “re- 
solved.” 

The dispute surfaced since 
that date when an arrested FARC 
guerrilla who was being trans- 
ported to a trial hijacked a com- 
mercial plane and forced it to land 
in the neutral zone. The rebels had 
refused to return him to authori- 
ties.

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Governor Davis announces cut in state sales tax Election Day questions seek to shift 


California's strong economy triggers historic percent cut 


Sacramento —  Citing 
California’s continuing economic 
strength and higher than fore- 
casted state revenues, Governor 
Gray Davis today announced that 
the state’s sales tax will be cut by 
one-quarter percent, effective 
January 1, 2001. 

“This tax reduction is a direct 
result of our strong commitment 
to fiscal restraint and a prudent 
reserve,” Governor Davis said. “It 
will represent only the fourth — and 
by far the largest — reduction in the 
state sales tax in our history.” 

Davis cited a forecast by the 
Department of Finance that the 
state will likely end the current fis- 
cal year with a reserve greater than 
four percent of general fund rev- 
enues for the second consecutive 
year. Under a 1991 law, the state 
Revenue and Taxation Code auto- 
matically triggers a one-quarter 
percent cut in the sales tax when 
those conditions occur. This is the 
first time reserves have been 
healthy enough to cause the trig- 
ger to be pulled. 

“This tax decrease will ben- 
efit every Californian,” Governor 
Davis added. “It will put even 
more of our prosperity in the hands 
of those who created it in the first 
place — the taxpayers of this State.” 

Governor Davis said the one- 
year tax cut will save Californians 
more than $1 billion in 2001, with 
the average family saving about 
$120 in sales taxes. 


The reserve triggering the 
sales tax cut results in part from 
Governor Davis’ vetoes of legis- 
lation costing $5.1 billion in the 
past two years. 

Sales tax trigger 

Background: The sales tax 
trigger is part of the 1991 tax in- 
crease package enacted by the 
Legislature and Gov. Wilson to 
balance the budget that year. It 
specifies that the state sales tax is 
automatically reduced by 1/4 per- 
cent if the state reserve exceeds 
four percent of general fund rev- 
enues in two consecutive years. 
(Revenue and Taxation Code, Sec. 
6051.4) 

Procedure: On November | 
of each year, the Director of Fi- 
nance is required to determine 
whether the previous year’s re- 
serve exceeded 4 percent of gen- 
eral fund revenues, and whether 
the current year’s reserve is ex- 
pected to exceed 4 percent of gen- 
eral fund revenues. If both condi- 
tions are met, the sales tax is re- 
duced by 1/4 percent, for one year, 
effective the following Jan. 1. 

History: The sales tax trigger 
drew little notice through most of 
the 1990s as the reserve fell well 
below the 4 percent threshold. 
That has changed in recent years. 

1998-99; The year ended with 
a reserve of $1.9 billion, or 3.3 
percent of the general fund rev- 
enues of $58.2 million. 

1999-00: The year ended with 


a reserve of 7.2 billion, or 10.1

Discovery lands in California

After high wind prevented a 
Florida touchdown for a third day, 
Discovery swooped through 
nearly cloudless skies Tuesday, 
ending a 13-day flight during 
which the seven astronauts got the 
international space station ready 
for the arrival of its first full-time 
crew. 
“Welcome back to Earth after 
a super successful mission,” Mis- 
sion Control said after Discovery 
rolled to a safe stop. 
“Great to be back,” 
Cmdr. Brian Duffy. 
NASA’s 100th space shuttle 
flight ended where most of the 
earliest flights touched down. In 
recent years, however, the space 
agency has opted to land its

shuttles near its launch site at Cape 


Canaveral, Fla. 

It will now take about a week 
and $1 million to mount the mas- 
sive orbiter onto a modified 


Boeing 747 and fly it back to . 
Florida. Many of the astronauts .-

The Discovery crew should 
feel at home at the storied Air 
Force base where many of the 


shuttle's first flight tests took place - 


and Chuck Yeager broke the sound 
barrier in 1947.

| measure that, like several others 

around the country Nov. 7, would 
reverse the punitive trend in 
criminal justice. 

Proposition 36 would require 
treatment instead of incarceration 
for nonviolent first- and second- 
time minor drug offenders. 

Backers contend America's 
war on drugs is a costly failure. 
Most drug offenders, they say, 
would benefit more from a $4,000 
year of treatment than from a year 
of prison costing upwards of 
$20,000. 

“We are trying to reduce our 
"state's reliance on incarceration 
| when it comes to drugs, get more 
people into treatment and give 
them a chance to turn it around 
before we use a club on them 
through the criminal justice sys- 
tem,” said Dave Fratello, who 
runs the California Campaign for 
New Drug Policies. 

The organization has raised 
$3.35 million - $3.2 million of it 
from three out-of-state reformers: 
New York financier George 


Soros, Cleveland insurance mo- 


gul Peter Lewis and University of 


Phoenix founder John Sperling. 

Other supporters are San 
Francisco Mayor Willie Brown 
and groups representing profes- 
sionals in the mental health and 
drug abuse fields. 

Opponents include actor 
Martin Sheen, whose son Charlie 
nearly died of a drug overdose in 
1998 and got court-ordered reha- 
bilitation; the Drug Free America 
Foundation; the Betty Ford Cen- 
ter; and law enforcement groups, 
from prison guards to district at- 
tornevs.

They fear this will usher in a 
loosening of drug laws. Some also 
warn it would conflict with 
California's new system of drug 
courts, which commit offenders to 
treatment with a threat of prison 
if they stray. 

Martin Sheen said the courts 
must be tough on addicts, as he 
was when his son overdosed 
while on probation related to a 
1996 attack on a girlfriend. Mar- 
tin Sheen turned his son in. A 
court ordered the vounger Sheen 
to complete a treatment program 
as a condition of probation. 

The elder Sheen said in a re- 
cent interview that it took several 
jail stints before he got help for 
his own alcoholism. That “gives 
me an understanding of what's at 
stake with Proposition 36, how 
much chaos it will cause if it's 
passed, and how many people will 
be overlooked, not the least of 
which could be alcoholics.” 

Elsewhere around the coun- 
try, a measure on the Massachu- 
setts ballot would pay for drug 
treatment with the sale of prop- 
erty seized during drug busts. And 
an Oregon measure would require 
that those arrested on drug 
charges be convicted before law 
enforcement can confiscate their 
property. 

Those measures, along with 
Colorado and Nevada proposals 
to allow marijuana for medicinal 
use, are all backed by Soros, 
Lewis and Sperling. 

Other criminal justice pro- 
posals on the ballot around the 
country include an Oregon mea- 
sure that would repeal mandatory 
minimum sentences for 21 violent 
crimes, including murder; a West 
Virginia proposal would create a 
family court system; and an Indi- 
ana measure to end a requirement 
that the state Supreme Court hear 


from punishment to treatment 


appeals for sentences of 50 years 
or more. 

In California, Marcelle Wess, 
a 37-year-old former crack addict, 
said only the risk of testing posi- | 
tive and going to jail kept her 
clean during her year of court-su- 
pervised treatment in San Bernar- 
dino six years ago. 

“I was too scared. I knew | 
couldn't fool the testing,” said 
Wess, now a drug court coordi- 
nator. “If you come up with a dirty 
test, you're looking at a weekend 
in jail. It was a way to focus, it 
was a way to keep you off drugs.” 

California corrections offi- 
cials estimate at least 70 percent . 
of prison inmates have used 
drugs. 

The measure would offer a 
treatment detour to 36,000 drug 
offenders a year, saving hundreds 
of millions of dollars in prison 
construction and operating costs, 
the nonpartisan Legislative ' 
Analyst's Office estimated. 

Robert Roseman, a 51-year- 
old heroin addict in Sacramento, 
said he favors the California mea- 
sure. In prison seven times for 
various crimes, mostly theft, 
Roseman said he was always able 
to get drugs and when on parole : 
fooled monthly drug tests. 

Roseman said he finally quit 
heroin after entering a methadone 
program 14 months ago. He paid 
for treatment partly through a pro- 
gram that pays addicts to get a 
vasectomy. Methadone would be - 
funded under the new measure. 

“There is no war on drugs,” 
Roseman said. “All you're going 
to learn in prison is to do crime 
better.” ] 

A California Field Poll this 


month found that 49 percent were 


in favor of the measure, 28 per- 
cent opposed and 23 percent un- 
decided.

In late 1993, then-Secretary 
of Energy Hazel O’Leary ac- 
knowledged a widespread pro- 
gram of cold war human experi- 
mentation. She joined others in 
Congress and the Administration 
in decrying the abuse of “U.S. citi- 
zens.” The tests included inject- 
ing plutonium into 18 medical 


> patients, intentionally exposing 


Navajo uranium miners to radon, 
whole-body irradiation of “men- 
tally enfeebled” people, and feed- 
ing radioactive iron to pregnant 
women and mentally retarded 
boys. 

President Clinton chartered 
the Advisory Committee on Hu- 
man Radiation Experiments and 
directed all federal agencies to 
turn over documents related to the 
experiments, including those clas- 
sified as secret. 

The Committee worked for 
two years. Its final report was 
touted as the last word on Ame- 
rica’s cold war crimes. The Presi- 
dent issued a public apology, a 
few families received compensa- 
tion, and the Administration 
claimed that the matter “could 
now be put behind us.” This an- 
nouncement was made at the very 
moment the jury verdict was de- 
livered in the OJ Simpson crimi- 
nal trial — a timing that ensured 
minimal media coverage. 

The final report did not rec- 
ommend prosecution of any per- 
petrator and the Justice Dept. did 
not even initiate any criminal in- 
vestigations. The committee 
looked only at the direct admin- 
istration of ionizing radiation or 
radioactive substances, omitting 
known experiments involving 
microwaves, electromagnetic 
nel’ or so-called “beam weap- 
ons.” 

This strict definition of “ra- 
diation experiment” also excluded 
the unethical collection of blood, 
bodies and tissue samples — in- 
cluding blood and bones from the 
Yanomami — so there was no 
mention of returning such mate- 
rial (much of it still maintained in 
gruesome “archives’’) or compen- 
sating the non-consenting donors. 

The Committee was aware of 
this work. I testified that some of 
the most unethical and lethal tests 
involved chemical or pharmaceu- 
tical agents or surgical techniques 
thought to have potential for deal- 
ing with radiation injury, or used 
to explore basic biological mecha- 
nisms. 

Ernest Garcia, a veteran of a 
secret US Army/CIA unit, re- 
moved his shirt before the Advi- 
sory Committee to reveal mustard

gas burns that he received while 
doing lethal tests of chemical and 
perhaps radiological weapons on 


Amazonian Indians. In the late. 


1950's, according to Tierney’s 
account, these very same Indians 
were subjected to experiments 
involving radioactive iodine and 
iron, and then a dangerous 
measles vaccine. 

All such testimony was 
deemed outside the scope of the 
Committee, as was any inquiry 
into the largest human radiation 
“experiment” of all — the scien- 
tific studies of survivors of the 
bombing of Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. 

Thus the committee did not 
examine the work of eugenicist 
James V. Neel, who headed the 
genetic studies of A-bomb survi- 
vors and later led the AEC-funded 
research on the Yanomami. Neel, 


4who died ‘last February, amassed 


large collections of blood and tis- 
sue from non-consenting Japa- 
nese, Marshallese and Yano- 
mami. 

Evidently Neel and the AEC 
were attracted to the Yanomami 
because they had not been ex- 
posed to radiation, and their rate 
of genetic mutation could be used 
as a baseline to compare with an 
exposed population. 

In general, the Committee 
gave short shrift to experiments 
conducted abroad or on foreign 
nationals. Perhaps the emphasis 
on wrongs against “US citi- 
zens” — as if crimes against hu- 
manity should be graded accord- 
ing to citizenship — led agencies 
such as the CIA and the Army to 
conclude that they need not reveal 
activities involving non-Ameri- 
cans. 

Or it may be that the worst 
atrocities were never documented, 
or that the documentation was de- 
stroyed. Tragically, we do not yet 
know the extent of secret unethi- 
cal experiments conducted on 
unsuspecting populations around 
the globe by American (and So- 
viet) scientists bent on obtaining 
some Cold War advantage, or who 
were just plain bent. 

The first Congressional hear- 
ings on human radiation experi- 
ments were called in 1981, by a 
young congressman from Tennes- 
see named Albert Gore, Jr. Who- 
ever wins this November, the next 
President owes the world a full 
accounting of America’s Cold 
War experimentation program. If 
America cannot hold its own war 
criminals accountable, what right 
have we to pursue and prosecute 
others?

La última vez que Yvonne ha- 
bló con su hija fue el viernes 13 
de octubre en la mañana.

venture partner in Cleveland Ohio 
ceased operations, released the 38 
troupe dancers from their con- 
tracts, and closed his five schools. 
T asked Mr. Nahat why did it hap- 
pen? “I just think that after 30 
years they just couldn't support it. 
There is money in Cleveland, so 
it’s not the problem of finding 
money, is a matter of will. They 
call it the passion for dance. If you 
do not have passion about the art, 
you're not going to support it.” 

“Many people do have the 
passion, but I think that the people 
who are in power today (in Cleve- 
land) are not the ones who write 
the big checks or go to those who 
can support a large company of 
our nature. | think that the people 
who are in power today have a dif- 
ferent agenda, maybe the whole 
community is tired, they had spent 
a lot of money in new stadiums, 
in building the theaters, but not so 
much in the endowment of the arts 
organizations living there.” 

The lack of community en- 
thusiasm for the arts in Cleveland, 
was luckily, not shared by the 
community ip his co-venture part- 
ner, San Jose. In just eight days, 
SJCB’s Board of Trustees led by 
chair J. Michael Fulton, President 
and CEO of Comerica Bank-Cali- 
fornia, and President Linda F. 
Sarles from Synchrony Consult- 
ing Resources, Inc. with SJCB 
Executive Director Andrew Bales 
determined that they could save 
the dance company by raising an 
additional $2 million dollars to 
supplement its current $4.5 mil- 
lion budget. 

San Jose Mayor Ron Gonza- 
les proposed to the city council a 
$250,000 challenge grant to aid 
the effort: The city will raise $4.00 
for every $1.00 raised by the com- 
pany. With Dennis Nahat, as di- 
rector, “Ballet San Jose of Silicon 
Valley” was born. 

With its original 31 best danc- 
ers in the company, it will have 
its West Coast Premiere on Octo- 
ber 12. The first program pre- 
sented by Ballet San Jose of Sili- 
con Valley is described by Mr. 
Nahat. 

“There are three different bal- 
lets, in different styles that will 
show the dancers off to their best 
in a variety of repertoire. One is 
“Moments,” a ballet I did several 
years ago but that I never showed 
in San Jose.” 


“Then we have “Napoli,” by — 


Bournonville, subtitled “The 
Fisherman and His Bride,” acom- 
pany premier and an excerpt from 
the third act of a 150 year old 


whole evening ballet. The dance 
is very precise, very difficult, and 
shows off the dancers in a facil- 
ity that is so different from Rus- 
sian Imperial Ballet or Neo-Clas- 
sical-Americana ballet. It is also 
very Italian in customs and style. 
And then we're going to close the 
evening with “Balanchines 
Themes and Variations. That is 
probably one of his most well- 
known ballets; it has been in our 
repertoire for 25 years, and it 
hasn't been seen in San Jose for 
over ten years.” 

“T thought it was a perfect bal- 
let to bring back because its style 
is grand, created in the imperial 
Russian style before Balanchine 
became what we know of 
Balanchine, with this modern kind 
of ballet.” 

“It has, of course, the 
Balanchine taste, his style and his 
technique, so in this work he cre- 
ated a ballet from his past, in style. 
Many companies do it very mod- 
ern, but we perform it the way he 
staged it, and in the original way. 
With a large scope of opera dance. 
Technically, it is very difficult. 
The dancers on opening night are 
Maydee Peña and a new dancer, 
Stephane Dalle, both with impec- 
cable classical technique. Also 
dancing the parts, at a different 
performance, will be Karen 
Gabasy, and Dwang Suk Choi. I 
wanted to show the company, and 
these three ballets are so different 
in styles that you see the dancers, 
in every level.” 

As a Director, Mr. Nahat, who 
studied dance and music at 
Julliard School of Music and per- 
formed throughout the world as a 
principal dancer with American 
and the Joffrey Ballet, is known 
to inspire the highest professional 
standards from his artists. He is 
also a prolific choreographer who 
has created more than 70 original 
ballets for companies around the 
world. 

“All the ballets that I made, I 
made them for those dancers.” | 
observe my dancers walking to 
the studio, I watch them when 
they are by themselves. I observe 
what their natural abilities are, and 
try to bring things out of them, be- 
cause I think that your work is 
only as good as your artists, so my 
ballets reflect the dancers that I 
hire. As his previous ballets,

He said both sides must do 
more to live up to commitments 
made at last week’s summit, but 
acknowledged that the route back 
to the negotiating table will be 
rocky. 

“You just can’t turn mass 
emotions on and off like, you 
know you can a water tap. It’s just 
not that simple,” Clinton said. “I 
think what we did at Sharm (el- 
Sheik) was to put at least a speed 
bump on the road to this dramatic 
deterioration of the situation.” 

But he conceded that neither 
Arafat nor Israeli leaders have 
complete control over violent fac- 
tions. 

“I think there are some people 
within the Palestinian territories 
and probably some people within 
Israel that are not within total con- 
trol of Chairman Arafat or even the 


| Israeli government,” Clinton said. 


During a 30-minute phone call 
to Arafat on Tuesday, Clinton 
raised the possibility of inviting 
him and Barak to meet with him 
individually in Washington in one 
more attempt to break the latest 
cycle of bloodshed in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. He called 
Barak Tuesday night. 

After the call to Arafat, 
Clinton met with Jordan's King 


White House to sign an accord that 
would remove all trade barriers 
between the two nations over the 
next 10 years. 

“Though the path of peace is 
steep and has become steeper 
these last few weeks, in the long 
run it is the only path that offers 


the peoples of the Middle East: 


hope for a normal life as part of 
the modern world,” Clinton said. 

Clinton described the king as 
a “voice of reason and calm” in 
the Mideast and implored Arafat 
and Barak to find a way to end 
the bloodshed. 

“And they must do it sooner 
rather than later,” Clinton said. 
“For in the Middle East, as we 
have all learned, time does not 
heal wounds, it simply rubs more 
salt in them. The issues do not 
change, they just get harder to re- 
solve.” 

The increased threat of terror- 
ist incidents in Israel, the West 
Bank and Gaza prompted the 
State Department to caution 
Americans against traveling to 
those areas. 

Those who must go to those 
areas “should exercise caution 
and avoid shopping areas, malls, 
public buses and bus stops as well 
as crowded areas and demonstra- 
tions,” the department said in a 
statement Tuesday. 

In four weeks of fighting be- 
tween Israelis and Palestinians, 
more than 125 people, mostly Pal- 
estinians, have died. Fighting ta- 
pered off Tuesday but still three 
Palestinians were killed. 

“There has been enough de- 
struction, enough death, enough 
waste,” Abdullah said. 

Clinton met with his national 
security team Tuesday morning to 
discuss problems in the Middle 
East. His conversation later in the 
day with Arafat focused on en- 
couraging the Palestinian leader 


to do all he could to implement 
the three agreements made in 
Sharm el Sheik, White House 
spokesman P.J. Crowley said. The 
president reminded Arafat of 
each: taking concrete steps to im- 
prove security and reduce vio- 
lence; working on a fact finding 
inquiry into how the peace pro- 
cess collapsed into bloodshed; 
and finding a way back to the ne- 
gotiating table. 

“We believe that there are ob- 
ligations that both sides still need 
to fulfill if we are going to change 
the situation on the ground,” 
Crowley said. 

But Crowley stressed that 
implementation of the first two 
agreements was not a precondi- 
tion to hosting separate meetings 
with Arafat and Barak in Wash- 
ington. 

And he cautioned that while 
Clinton raised the possibility of 
the leaders coming to Washing- 
ton, it remains “just a possibility.” 

Barak is working to save his 
government by negotiating with 
hard-line opposition leader Ariel 
Sharon to form a coalition gov- 
ernment. 

Palestinians have said 
Sharon's inclusion would crush 
any hopes left for peace. They 
blame Sharon's Sept. 28 visit to a 
holy site in Jerusalem on spark- 
ing this month's violence. 

A fresh round of diplomacy 
would mark Clinton’s second in- 
volvement in the Mideast since 
the nine-day Camp David talks 
between Barak and Arafat ended 
in failure in July. 


House OKs foreign aid relief bill 


is targeted to help alleviate con- 
ditions that kill 40,000 people 
around the world every day from 
Starvation and inadequate medi- 
cal care. 

The foreign aid bill, which 
passed 307-101, also increases 
military aid for Israel, provides 
$100 million in conditional aid to 
the new government in Serbia and 
includes $300 million to fight 
HIV infections and AIDS around 
the world. The Senate is expected 
to take up the bill soon. 

One of the last of the 13 
spending bills Congress must pass 
for the fiscal year beginning Oct. 
1, the bill was cleared for a House 
vote after a compromise was 
reached to lift a ban on U.S. aid 
for overseas family planning

in abortions. 

The bill provides $425 mil- 
lion for family planning, lifting 
the ban on funding that Rep. Nita 
Lowey, D-N.Y., said was a “gag 
rule” that “jeopardizes the lives of 
women around the world.” 

But anti-abortion lawmakers, 
who have fought for the funding 
ban every year since 1993 when 
President Clinton lifted the re- 
striction first imposed by Presi- 
dent Reagan, won inclusion of a 
delay in funding until Feb. 15. 
Their hope is that Texas’ Repub- 
lican governor, George W. Bush,

flow of funds to family planning 
groups. 

Clinton has pushed hard for 
full U.S. participation in an inter- 
national program to offer billions 
of dollars in relief to some three 
dozen of what are called “Heavily 
Indebted Poor Countries.” 

This month he assembled 
lawmakers, religious leaders of all 
faiths and advocates such as the 
rock star Bono to lobby Congress 
on the issue. One in 10 children 
in the most-indebted countries 
dies before his or her first birth- 
day, Clinton said. “This is a ter- 
rible omen for our shared future 
on this planet,” he said, “and it is 
Wrong.” 

The House in its original bill 
approved $225 million, and the 
Senate $75 million. The final fig- 
ure of $435 million comes with 
the condition that be no new loans 
to benefiting the countries for two 
years. 

Kasich, R-Ohio, chairman of 
the Budget Committee, said 
there's been anger and hatred to- 
ward the United States because of 
its economic plenty, and the debt 
relief effort would give this coun- 
try an opportunity to share its 
bounty.

“You know they are going to 
come back (for more relief), be- 
cause we are not requiring eco- 
nomic reform in these countries,” 
Scarborough said. 

The $100 million for Serbia 
would be cut off after next March 
31 unless the new Belgrade gov- 
ernment cooperates in the pros- 
ecution of war-crimes suspects. 

Other features of the bill in- 
clude: 

-$963 million for the Child 
Survival and Disease Programs, 
including the $300 million for 
HIV/AIDS. That's $248 million 
more than in last year's budget. 

-$135 million for emergency 
disaster aid to Mozambique and 
other nations of southern Africa. 

-$127 million for peacekeep- 
ing operations. 

-$1.9 billion for military aid 
to Israel, up $60 million from last 
year. Economic assistance to Is- 
rael is down $120 million to $840 
million. 

-$1.3 billion for military aid 
and $695 million for economic aid 
to Egypt. Jordan receives $150 
million in economic aid.

Liposucción: ¿Respuesta para el exceso de peso? 


La Liposucción es una técnica quirúrgica utili- 

- zada para remover depósitos de grasa diferentes re- 

giones del cuerpo: barbilla, brazos, abdomen, cade- 
ras, glúteos, muslos, rodillas y pantorrillas. 

La liposucción no es recomendada como méto- 
do para la pérdida de peso. Según el Dr. Alejendro 
Lev (Cirujano Plástico), la liposucción mejora los 
contornos del cuerpo en zonas específicas de 
acúmulo de tejido adiposo (grasa), idealmente áreas 

- Que no hayan respondido a dieta o ejercicio. 
El exceso de grasa de zonas “blanco” delimita- 
* das en cada paciente antes de la cirugía, serán 
removidas con un instrumento en forma de cánula 
(hueco), cónectado a una máquina de succión. El

:, Cuerpo en que se realizará la liposucción. 
No hay una edad límite para la liposucción. Sin 
+ embargo, los resultados son mejores en pacientes 
que tienen buena elasticidad de la piel y en zonas 
‘del cuerpo con buen tono muscular. En casos en 
que la musculatura no tenga buen tono y la piel ha 
perdido su elasticidad, algunas veces será necesario 
_.una combinación de liposucción y cirugía plástica 


para “tallar” la piel. 

Después de la cirugía se coloca una venda | 
elástica en la zona en la que se realizó la liposucción, | 
para evitar el sangrado, la inflamación y ayudar a 
la piel a ajustarse a su nuevo contorno.

proyecto del Centro Juvenil del Este de San José 
La pregunta de los siete millones: ¿Cuándo se concretizará la promesa politica?

Una vez más, brilló una tenue 
esperanza de la comunidad y de 
las autoridades escolares ante las 
acostumbradas palabras de los ar- 
quitectos de las promesas, los po- 
líticos.

“Estamos esperando desde 
hace diez años este centro juvenil, 
que será un gran beneficio para 
los jóvenes.
